— A Woodford county farmer gath- 
ered 5,000 bushels of bluegrass seed on 
his farm last week, and says the yield 
ii less than half. ; 

— George W. Robinson sold 217 acres 
of Glenworth Farm, in Mercer county 
near Burgin, to Allin Edelen, at $123 
an acre and 153 acres to John Burgin 
at $110. 

—The farm of the late William 
Payne, containing 102 acres, on t u 
Leestown pike in Scott county was 
sold publicly at $102 an acre, John 
Dolan being the purchaser. 

— W. A. Thomason, of North Mid- 
dletown, has purchased 25,000 bushels 
of bluegrass seed from various far- 
mers. He paid 75 cents per bushel, 
for August and September delivery. 

— The early lamb shipments will 
close up this week. The prices paid 
at home by buyers ranged from 5 X to 
0 cents. W. B. Green shipped from 
this city three double deck cars, Tues- 
day, that averaged 83 pounds. 

—The report of the Agricultural De- 
partment at Washington of a 20 per 
cent increased acreage in the Ken- 
tuck-Tennessee dark tobacco is denied 
with the statement that but 60 per 
cent of the crop has been planted. 

— The sale of the herd of Jersey 
cattle belonging to the estate of N. F. 
Berry, in Fayette county, seventy- 
five head sold for a total of $10,380. 
The highest price of the day was 
brought by a cow, bought by a Penn- 
sylvanian for $2,250. A suckling calf 
out of this cow brought $650. 

— For the first time in twelve years 
it is said that American hogs are now 
being sent into Canadian markets. 
This condition is due to the scarcity 
and high prices of suitable hogs of 
Canadian origin for ideal use, says the 
National provisioner. Even American 
porcines are said to have found their 
way last week into Canadian markets. 
Hogs quoted at $5.40 at Chicago and 
$5.45 and $5.50 at Buffalo last week 
b 'ought $7.25 in Toronto, which ac- 
counts for the unusual movement. On- 
tario hogs of proper quality are scarce 
and the Canadian packers must keep 
their plants running.

The 
finish is encaustic, which is a wax 
finish. In the Circuit Court room 
overthe Judge’s stand, on ceiling, is 
an allegorical picture, twelve feet 
long and six feet high, the female 
figure representing 'justice and the 
two male figure?, industry and 
science. The four large pictures in 
the dome represent the four seasons — 
Spring, a barn yard, stock, fowls, 
etc. ; Summer, bluegrass strippers at 
work ; Autumn, a tobacco patch with 
hands at work ; Winter, negroes 
breaking hemp. Taking as a whole 
they are not only beautiful but show 
that an artist put them there. All of 
tie work done by these gentlemen is 
designed in Greek, in keeping with 
the character of the building, which 
is of Greek model. 

There was no delay in the work or 
hitch in any way, and if there was a 
single contract on the building car- 
ried out to the perfect satisfaction of 
everybody, F. Pedretti’s Sons get the 
medal.

The only case tried in the Bourbon 
Circuit Court since our last issue is 
that of Harry Higgins, under indict- 
ment for robbery, who pleaded guilty 
and was given one year in the peni- 
tentiary. Other indictments against 
him were filed away. Higgins is the 
young man who followed the Sells- 
Forepaugh Circus here last summer. 
He is wanted in Lexington and Rich- 
mond on burglary charges. 

Wednesday and Thursday were de- 
voted to motions in equity cases. 

The trial of Dave Smith, for the 
killing of another negro near Hutch- 
ison, is set for Monday. 

The Grand Jury adjourned finally 
Wednesday after making a rather 
salty report to the court, of which we 
give in part, viz :

payers at much less cost to tne tax- 
payers of the State and county than 
to have such parties in jail until 
another term of this court. Our in- 
formation is that this course meets 
the approval of Your Honor. 

We think that the comfort and 
convenience of the traveling public 
would be greatly added to if the trac- 
tiom company would place on its 
cars a toilet closet for the use of 
passengers. 

There are some matters of common 
county interest that have not been 
done "in a business-like way. Our 
county roads are not looked after as 
they should be. On the Harrod’s 
creek turnpike there are some piles of 
broken stone that have been on the 
road side ready for spreading for four 
or five years, and yet that road has 
been in bad condition, in need of 
metal in many places during all of 
that time. On the Spears’ Mill road 
not a lick of work has been struck in 
two years until since the convening 
of this Grand Jury. We are glad that 
something is being done 'there now, 
and we hope that w r ork will not be 
suspended upon the adjournment of 
this Grand Jury. 

Some years ago the county pur- 
chased some stone for the mainten- 
ance of roads and put same on a lot 
to be distributed from there. Said 
lot was afterwards purchased by a 
colored man and some of the stone ; 
sold by him, and we regret to say 
that the members of the Fiscal Court 
of the county, upon inquiry of 
them, never to have had knowledge 
or quite to have forgotten that the 
county ever had any property inter- j 
est in said rock. We are of the 
unanimous opinion that our 
Magistrates and County Judge ought 
to acquaint themselves with what 
property the county ow T ns and then 
look after it in a business-like \yay, 
and care for same as an ordinary, 
prudent and business man would look 
after and care for his own private 
property. 

There is an old saying, that what 
is every body’s business is no body’s ! 
business. This county suffers from 
having too many road supervisors. I 
There are three county road supervi- 
sors to look after the county roads 
and a committee of four Magistrates 
to look after the three supervisors; 
the roads are neglected; the commit- 
says it is the business of the super- 
visors and the supervisors say they 
can do nothing without instructions 
from the committee. It seems to us 
that a change should be made. Our 
county should have one road super- 
visor. selected because of eminent 
qualifications for discharge of the du- 
ties pertaining to his office and paid 
an adequate salary. The people of the 
county ougnt not to be made to suffer 
that any political debts may be paid 
by a multiplication of places as re- 
ward for political services rendered. 
We were glad to learn in our investi- 
gations that Mr. Dundon, our County 
Attorney, advised against the ap- 
pointment of three supervisors, and 
we do hope that our Fiscal Court 
without further action of a Grand 
Jurv will so adjust and control road 
matters in the county as to comply 
with the evident intendment of the 
law as indicated in Chapter 110 of the 
Kentucky statutes. We ask our 
Magistrates and County Judge to let 
us have one road supervisor, and that 
he be required to give bond and dis- 
charge his duties exactly according 
as the law prescribes. 

It is the sense of this Grand Jury 
that each account for services ren- 
dered by any person to the couxty 
or Bourbon should be itemized before 
same is allowed and paid and each 
day should be given and the day of 
the month and the year should show 
as well as the services rendered. If 
this is done, then no man can possibly 
receive two days’ pay for one day’s 
service without some chance^ of the 
records showing that fact. We have 
refrained from indicting for neglect of 
these matters because we do not be- 
lieve any of the derelections herein 
indicated were dishonestly done, but 
we beg of our Magisl rites and County 
Judge and all charged with public 
duty that same hereafter be done in 
a business-like w r ay and thus keep 
our county affairs above and beyond 
criticism.
